Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Nantwich  Rural  District  Council, 
for  the  year  1968. 

When  viewed  in  retrospect,  this  year  could  be  regarded  as  one 
of  steady  progress  in  a  department  where  the  responsibilities  and 
volume  of  work  increase  annually,  and  there  are  no  special  items  to 
which  I  wish  to  draw  the  Council’s  attention  which  have  not  already 
been  referred  to  in  previous  reports. 

The  statistics  and  social  conditions  of  the  district  show  little 
change  from  previous  years,  the  steady  increase  in  population  being 
consistent  with  new  housing  development,  for  the  birth  and  death  rates 
proximate  closely  to  the  national  figures. 

Apart  from  measles  there  was  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious 
disease,  and  in  this  respect  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  in  subsequent 
years  the  effect  of  the  vaccination  campaign  which  has  recently  been 
introduced. 

In  presenting  this  year’s  report,  I  would  accord  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest 
and  support,  and  I  acknowledge  that  the  smooth  working  of  the  De¬ 
partment  to  a  very  large  extent,  devolves  upon  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  his  staff,  so  to  them  I  would  also  accord  my  thanks  for 
the  work  which  they  have  done  throughout  the  year.

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The  district  is  situated  in  the  South  East  of  Cheshire.  It  adjoins  the 
County  of  Salop  in  the  South  and  the  County  of  Stafford  in  the  east, 
and  forms  part  of  the  alluvial  plain  of  Cheshire.  It  surrounds  the 
Borough  of  Crewe  and  the  Urban  District  of  Nantwich.  Whilst  the  area 
is  predominantly  agricultural,  a  large  proportion  of  the  population  is 
to  be  found  in  those  parishes  contiguous  to  Crewe  and  Nantwich,  in 
which  towns  they  find  their  employment.  The  main  source  of  employ¬ 
ment  in  the  Rural  District  is  agriculture  and  industries  allied  with  it. 
These  take  the  form  of  milk  and  milk  product  factories,  corn  mills  and 
agricultural  engineering;  the  latter  having  increased  locally  with  the 
mechanisation  of  farming.  There  is  virtually  no  unemployment  in 
the  area.

LABORATORY  SERVICES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Chester  accepts  samples  of 
water  and  ice-cream  for  analysis  and  the  arrangements  introduced  with 
the  Group  Laboratory  of  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital  Management 
Committee  in  1956,  for  accepting  other  bacteriological  specimens 
continues,  and  the  service  given  is  much  appreciated. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  water  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Analyst 
to  whom  a  fee  is  payable. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Divisional  Health  Committee  relinquished  control  of  this  ser¬ 
vice  in  February,  1961.  With  the  use  of  radio  control  the  service  is 
now  operated  centrally  at  County  Level,  with  vehicles  and  personnel 
based  at  Crewe.  Local  requests  for  ambulance  transport  are  accepted 
at  the  Ambulance  Depot.,  Badger  Avenue,  Crewe.  Telephone  No. 
Crewe  2030  and  2122.

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  this  area. 
NURSING  SERVICES 

During  the  past  year  the  central  administration  of  the  County  Dis¬ 
trict  Nursing  Services  has  been  completely  re-organised  and  the 
appointment  of  a  Nursing  Officer  for  this  area  has  helped  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  this  service. 

In  October,  Mrs.  Fort  who  has  been  District  Nurse/Midwife  for 
the  Worleston  area  since  1950,  retired,  and  she  was  replaced  by  Mrs. 
Jones. 

Two  other  appointments  were  made  during  the  year:  Nurse  Wallace 
for  the  Haslington  area  and  Nurse  Ball  for  Wybunbury.

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PROTECTION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 


537  children  in  the  area  received  a  primary  course  of  immunisation 
against  poliomyelitis  and  404  children  received  re-inforcing  doses. 
VACCINATION  AGAINST  MEASLES 

In  April,  1968  the  Ministry  of  Health  approved  vaccination  against 
measles  of  children  up  to  and  including  the  age  of  15  years  but  because 
the  amount  of  vaccine  available  was  not  sufficient  to  meet  all  possible 
demands,  vaccination  was  restricted  to  children  who  were  between 
their  4th  and  7th  birthdays.  As  further  supplies  of  vaccine  became  avail¬ 
able  it  was  offered  to  children  below  school  age,  and  for  future  routine 
immunisation  it  is  recommended  that  measles  vaccine  be  given  in  the 
second  year  of  life. 

376  children  in  the  area  received  vaccination  last  year. 
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HOSPITALS 


General  hospitals  at  Crewe,  Nantwich,  and  Hartshill  in  Stafford¬ 
shire,  serve  the  Rural  District,  with  the  old  Isolation  Hospital  now 
known  as  Alvaston  being  available  for  convalescent  cases. 

Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  in  the  Rural  Area  are 
accepted  at  the  Crewe  Isolation  Hospital,  which  has  met  all  needs 
during  the  year. 

The  Maternity  Hospital  at  Linden  Grange,  Crewe,  and  the  Mater¬ 
nity  wards  at  the  Barony  Hospital,  Nantwich,  continued  to  serve 
the  Rural  District. 

Hospitalisation  of  tuberculous  patients  is  at  Hefferston  Grange 
within  the  County  of  Cheshire. 

MORTUARY  FACILITIES 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  for  the  use  of  the  mortuary  at  the  Barony  Hospital, 
Nantwich,  have  worked  satisfactorily  and  continued  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  Rural  District. 

DISINFECTION 

Terminal  disinfection  is  carried  out  at  homes  of  patients  suffering 
from  infectious  diseases,  as  and  when  required.  Arrangements  for  the 
steam  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing,  etc.,  are  made  with  the 
South  Cheshire  Hospital  Management  Committee,  the  work  being 
carried  out  at  the  Crewe  Isolation  Hospital.  No  such  action  was  neces¬ 
sary  during  the  year. 

CARAVAN  SITES 

Under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960, 
licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  four  individual  caravans.  Such 
approvals  are  conditional  and  for  a  limited  period. 

The  Council  instituted  proceedings  in  respect  of  non-compliance 
with  conditions  imposed  on  the  Caravan  Site  at  Wrenbury  and  obtained 
a  conviction. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  institute  proceedings  in  respect  of  non- 
compliance  with  conditions  at  a  Site  at  Church  Minshull. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

The  close  liaison  between  the  Council,  the  Divisional  Health  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and  the  County  Welfare  Depart¬ 
ment  continued  to  make  it  possible  to  administer  Section  47  without 
legal  proceedings.  In  many  cases,  the  provision  of  a  Home  Help  made 
it  possible  for  aged  persons  to  continue  residence  in  their  own  homes 
and  in  their  own  familiar  environment. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS  AND  OTHER  INSECT  PESTS 

No  Council  or  private  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed 
bugs  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  which  deals  with 
this  matter  is  attached  hereto. 


SCHOOLS 

No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year  as  a  result  of  infectious 
diseases  or  epidemics. 

NUTRITION 

No  action  under  this  heading  has  been  taken  by  this  Council,  and 
the  Welfare  Centres  at  Audlem,  Bunbury,  Haslington,  Shavington, 
Wistaston  and  Wrenbury,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee  have  continued  to  do  valuable  work  in  this  respect.

In  cases  where  individual  cow  samples  proved  positive  on  Brucella 
Cultural  Examination  notices  are  served  requiring  that  the  milk  from 
the  offending  animals  shall  not  be  sold  for  human  consumption  or  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  products  for  human  consumption  unless  it  has 
been  treated,  or  in  the  case  of  a  sale  is  sold  subject  to  it  being  treated 
before  consumption,  in  such  a  way  as  to  secure  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  it  may  with  safety  be 
so  disposed  of. 

At  the  end  of  1968  there  were  4  Dairy  Herds  in  the  Rural  District 
from  which  milk  was  sold  raw  to  the  public.

1963, 

There  are  no  Egg  Pasteurisation  plants  in  the  district. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  is  a  constituent  member  of  the  Mid  Cheshire  Water 
Board,  which  maintains  a  satisfactory  and  adequate  supply  of  mains 
water  throughout  the  whole  district. 

The  Board  forwards  copies  of  sample  results  to  the  local  authority 
for  information  and  the  Council  only  takes  samples  from  the  few  pri¬ 
vate  supplies  remaining  in  the  district. 

50  parishes  are  completely  provided  with  mains  water  and  of  the 
remaining  18  parishes  (excluding  Peckforton  which  has  7  properties 
from  the  Estate  supply),  there  are  14  parishes  with  only  one  property 
without  mains  water;  3  wuth  2  properties  and  1  with  3  properties. 

There  are  no  residential  properties  known  to  be  obtaining  water 
from  standpipes,  other  than  the  occasional  caravan  sites. 

The  position  excluding  estate  supplies  at  the  end  of  1968  is  sum¬ 
marised  as  follows: — 

Bad  private  supplies  ...  ...  10  (serving  12  properties) 

Suspicious  private  supplies  ...  1 

Satisfactory  private  supplies  ...  10 

There  were  13  samples  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  8  proving  satisfactory  writh  the  remain¬ 
ing  5  unsatisfactory.  All  occupiers  of  premises  with  a  bad  or  suspicious 
supply  have  been  notified  to  boil  all  water  intended  for  domestic  pur¬ 
poses. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  24  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
notified  during  the  year.  There  were  5  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified 
of  which  4  were  pulmonary  (excluding  Inward  Transfers).

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  provides  the  following  information  with 
respect  to  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  and  Housing 

Main  Village  Schemes 

The  following  gives  an  indication  of  the  progress  made  during  the 
year  on  the  Council’s  main  drainage  schemes. 

1.  Work  proceeded  on  the  laying  of  the  sewers  and  construction  of  the 
sewage  works  at  Bunbury  to  serve  the  parishes  of  Bunbury  and 
Spurstow.  Bad  ground  conditions  have  hampered  progress. 

2.  Tenders  were  received  for  the  drainage  scheme  to  serve  the 
parishes  of  Hough  and  Weston  and  work  is  due  to  start  early  in 
the  new  year. 

3.  The  Consultants  have  made  progress  with  the  design  of  the  main 
drainage  scheme  to  serve,  Wrenbury,  Aston,  Newhall,  Sound,  Mar- 
bury,  Norbury  and  Ravensmoor  and  negotiations  for  the  acqui¬ 
sition  of  land  for  the  various  pumping  stations  have  started. 

4.  The  new  foul  sewer  to  serve  the  new  hospital  at  Leighton  has  been 
laid  and  connected  to  the  Crewe  Borough  system  and  the  main 
surface  water  sewer  across  Red  Hall  Farm  has  been  completed. 

5.  Negotiations  still  continue  with  Alsager  U.D.C.  in  respect  of  some 
properties  in  the  Nantwich  Rural  District  to  be  connected  to  their 
new  proposed  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  the  western  area  of 
Alsager. 

6.  The  Council’s  Consultants  have  under  consideration,  proposals  to 
deal  with  the  overloading  of  the  Council’s  main  sewage  treatment 
works  at  Wistaston  and  Haslington. 

7.  A  scheme  is  in  preparation  for  the  main  drainage  of  35  properties 
on  the  Newcastle  Road  in  the  parish  of  Wybunbury. 

Closet  Conversion 

The  Council  continued  to  make  contributions  towards  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  pail  closets  where  the  public  sewer  became  available  and  also 
where  owners  were  prepared  to  install  septic  tank  drainage.  A  total  of 
£1,391  was  paid  towards  35  such  conversions. 

HOUSING 

During  1968,  520  dwellings  were  completed  by  Private  Enterprise 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  286  were  under  construction.  The  Council 
entered  into  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  ten  dwellings  at  Wardle. 

Improvement  grant  applications  continued  to  be  dealt  with  and 
during  the  year  Discretionary  Grants  covering  8  properties  and  amoun¬ 
ting  to  £2,883  were  paid.  Standard  Grants  covering  52  properties  and 
amounting  to  £7,795  were  paid.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1968 


Public  Health  Department, 
Stapeley  House,

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Nantwich  Rural  District  Council 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  responsibilities  of  the  Public  Health  Department  are  increasing 
annually  in  consequence  of  housing  developments,  new  legislation,  ex¬ 
pansion  of  industry  in  the  area  and  more  extensive  use  of  the  nine 
licensed  slaughterhouses. 

Food  inspection,  involving  an  increasing  number  of  animals  and 
eight  poultry  processing  establishments  requiring  more  attention  is 
absorbing  a  greater  amount  of  time,  both  inside  and  outside  normal 
office  hours.  Allied  with  it,  food  hygiene  is  demanding  supervision  of 
a  wider  range  of  premises,  and  more  frequent  visits  to  ensure  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  requisite  standards.  The  increasing  numbers  of  catering 
establishments  in  the  area  have  brought  additional  responsibility. 

Slum  clearance  is  involving  somewhat  less  time  for  the  present  than 
it  did,  and  is  enabling  the  department  to  cope  with  other  more  immedi¬ 
ately  urgent  matters. 

Regular  fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  continued  satisfac¬ 
torily,  but  in  order  to  maintain  the  Cleansing  Service  within  existing 
transport  and  labour  establishment,  closer  and  more  constant  super¬ 
vision  became  necessary  which  should  be  met  by  the  appointment  of 
the  Cleansing  Inspector  who  took  up  his  duties  towards  the  end  of  the 
year.  Anxiety  as  to  long  term  future  refuse  disposal  has  still  to  be  allayed, 
and  the  sooner  it  is,  the  sooner  more  economic  and  hygienic  collection 
by  modern  type  vehicles  will  be  possible.  The  compulsory  purchase  of 
Tweedale  Farm  and  the  adjacent  clay  pit  at  Wardle,  will  make  it  the 
first  site  actually  owned  by  the  Council  for  refuse  disposal  purposes, 
and  the  consequent  security  will  be  most  comforting  pending  more 
ambitious  developments  for  refuse  disposal,  probably  on  a  regional 
basis. 

The  smooth  and  efficient  working  of  the  department  during  the  year 
can  be  attributed  mainly  to  our  unchanged  staff.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 


All  necessary  enquiries  and  investigations  into  cases  notified  to  the 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  were  made,  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

There  were  4  specimens  taken  in  connection  with  food  poisoning  all 
of  which  proved  negative. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

Prosecution  of  the  Management  of  an  Hotel  with  respect  to  non- 
compliance  with  numerous  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations,  1960,  was  successful,  resulting  fines  amount¬ 
ing  to  £340  and  £10-10s-0d  costs. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  such  premises  in  use  in  this  district. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

There  were  14  contracts  for  the  treatment  of  business  premises  re¬ 
newed  during  the  year  and  they  were  supervised  and  treated  as  re¬ 
quired  along  with  the  Council’s  sewage  works,  pumping  stations  and 
refuse  disposal  sites. 

Search  for  rodent  infestation  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  takes 
place  during  the  normal  course  of  their  inspection  duties. 

Reports  of  infestations  by  householders  and  others  are  investigated 
and  advice  on  treatment  given  where  necessary. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

In  addition  to  the  general  upward  trend  of  costs  of  labour  and  trans¬ 
port,  the  financial  aspect  of  public  cleansing  is  being  seriously  affected 
by  the  increasing  volumes  of  refuse  to  be  handled  annually,  coupled 
with  a  growing  scarcity  of  facilities  available  for  economic  disposal. 

The  introduction  of  an  earth  moving  machine  with  ancillary  equip¬ 
ment  and  labour  became  necessary  during  the  year  to  make  greater  use 
of  existing  tipping  sites  and  control  them  more  effectively  to  meet 
Town  Planning  conditions  and  Civic  Amenities  Act  requirements. 

The  acquisition  ofTweedale  Farm  and  the  adjacent  claypit  atWardle 
will  provide  the  Council  with  a  site  of  its  own  for  the  first  time.  Pre¬ 
liminary  works  involving  reconstruction  of  the  bridge  over  the  canal, 
fencing,  land-scaping  and  provision  of  roads  will  have  to  be  carried  out 
before  the  site  can  be  brought  into  use. 

The  question  of  joint-disposal  of  household  refuse  with  other  author¬ 
ities  was  explored  by  the  Council’s  Sub-Committee  appointed  to  con¬ 
sider  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,  and  future  policy  may  well 
depend  on  the  forthcoming  deliberations  of  the  meetings  organised  by 
the  Standing  Conference  of  Local  Authorities  in  the  North  West,  which 
is  to  consider  the  question  of  co-ordinated  action  in  relation  to  refuse 
disposal.  For  this  purpose  this  Council  has  been  put  into  Group  No.  18, 
along  with  the  Boroughs  of  Crewe  and  Congleton,  the  Urban  District 
of  Alsager,  Nantwich,  Sandbach  and  the  Rural  District  of  Congleton. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  that  there  should  be  some¬ 
one  with  greater  authority  and  freedom  of  movement  than  a  foreman, 
responsible  for  organising  refuse  collection  rounds  and  the  immediate 
control  of  tipping  sites,  the  Council  appointed  a  Cleansing  Inspector 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  He  will  be  able  to  concentrate  full  time  on 
the  general  organisation  of  the  whole  scavenging  scheme  and  thereby 
ensure  continous  efficiency  within  the  bounds  of  strict  economy. 

There  are  approximately  15,016  dustbins  emptied  fortnightly  and 
852  closet  pails  cleansed  weekly. 
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AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE 
PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

No  special  action  became  necessary  under  this  Act  during  the  year 
which  it  is  believed  is  being  reasonably  met  so  far  as  sanitary  con¬ 
veniences  are  concerned.  In  most  cases  internal  sanitation  has  been 
provided  in  the  farmhouses,  leaving  the  original  facilities  outside 
available  for  staff  use  where  required.

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 

The  requirements  of  these  regulations  are  being  very  well  complied 
with. 

Regulation  16  requires  that  wash-hand  basins  shall  be  provided  in 
food  premises,  and  in  cases  where  open  food  is  handled  Regulation  19 
requires  that  sinks  shall  be  provided  also  for  washing  food  and  equip¬ 
ment.  In  each  case  hot  and  cold  water  or  hot  water  at  a  suitably  con¬ 
trolled  temperature,  has  to  be  provided,  with  a  few  exceptions,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  appropriate  cleaning  materials.

SLAUGHTERING  FACILITIES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

Of  the  10  private  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  year,  9  remained  in  use  and  1  ceased  to  operate. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  was  74,735  compared  with 
47,053  in  1967  and  48,529  in  1966. 

The  maximum  charges  allowed  for  inspection  under  the  Meat  Ins¬ 
pection  Regulations,  1963  were  again  applied  in  all  cases  with  an  in¬ 
come  of  £4,087-7s-6d.

The  estimated  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  was  194  tons,  13 
cwts.,  Ill  lbs.  The  meat  which  is  unlit  for  human  consumption  is 
either  sterilised  or  destroyed,  most  of  it  being  sold  by  the  slaughter¬ 
house  occupiers  to  approved  establishments  for  processing.  At  1 
slaughterhouse  certain  glands  and  organs  together  with  suitable  con¬ 
demned  livers  are  allocated  for  pharmaceutical  purposes. 
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The  decline  of  tuberculosis  as  a  major  disease  in  food  animals  as  a 
result  of  the  Government’s  eradication  scheme  is  illustrated  in  the  fob

During  1968,  48  cows,  2  other  cattle  and  2  calves  were  consigned  to 
slaughterhouses  under  the  Tuberculosis  (Slaughter  of  Reactors)  Order. 
Of  these  20  cows,  2  other  cattle  and  2  calves  were  found  to  be  affected 
with  visible  lesions  of  tuberculosis.  Any  animal  found  to  be  affected 
with  tuberculosis  during  the  course  of  inspection  is  notified  to  the 
Ministry’s  Veterinary  Officers  who  endeavour  to  trace  the  source  of 
infection. 

The  number  of  slaughtermen  licensed  by  the  Council  was  35. 

CANALS 

The  use  of  the  canals,  which  cross  the  area,  by  pleasure  boats  is 
increasing.  The  disposal  of  refuse  and  litter  is  always  a  problem,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  with  the  co-operation  of  the  British  Waterways  Board, 
it  will  be  kept  under  control.
